"There is a widespread idea that the 
federal government reclaims land. i 
the west for private owners by provid- 
ing irrigation and it is argued that it 
should do as much for land in the 
south that require drainage, 
The Everglades News.is not in sym- 
pathy with the suggestion that the fed- 
eral government co-operate in the rec- 
lamation of the Florida Everglades. It 
opposes the idea generally and specifi. 
cally. In the first place, the politicians: 
are having government do too much of 
too many things already and in conse- 
quence there is a lessening of initiative 
and energy on the part of individuals 
and communiti¢s. Specifically the ol 
jection is because the federal govern: 
* ment could not do anything more than 
lend its credit, the final cost would 
still be on the land owners, and an in- 
evitable consequence of federal gov- 
ernment participation would be trans- 
fer of authority and direction still 
further away írom the scene of the 
work.

WEN we Su det a person 
is "frank" we are under- 
stood as meaning that he is can- 
did, open in his manner and 
straightforward In his dealings, 
a meaning which, at least, in its 
metaphorical sense, goes back to 
the pówerful German tribe of 
“the Franks, the word meaning 
"free". or “unconquered.” * 

The Franks were the ruling 
people, honorably distinguished 
from the Gauls and £he degener- 
ate "Romans of their time by 
their independence, their love of 
freedom and their scorn of du- 
plicity.
